RULES*ORDERS 


MADE BY THE 


VICE-CHANCELLOR of the Vaiverfityof OXFORD, and Iuſtices of Peace, for the 
Goodand Safety of che Yaiverſity, Gity, and County of OXFORD, | 


doe withdraw themſelves from their reſpeAive Habitations ; And either in expeRtation of Gain, or upon conſiderations of freindſhip or Alliance are: received in feverall Parts 

; of this County, whereby the InfeRion has been diſperſt into many Townes & Villages thereof to their ruine and impoveriſhing : as alſo the grear and apparent danger of the 1'niverſity 

and City of Oxford, and the Inhabirants of this County in generall, which are yer nor infeRed: And whereas in probability his Miajeftie intends to refide and keep his Court in the City of Oxford for 

ſome part of this winter;As alſo to hold his Parliament there : We the Vicechancellour of the ſaid Univerſity, and Juſtices of the Peace of the ſaid County ; raking the premiſes into our ſerious conſi- 

deration, and having in Our view the dreadfull effeRs of negligence in the preſent dangerous diſeaſe z as we are by the laws of God, of Nature, and this Realm thereto ſufficiently authoriz'd ; and alſo 

inftruted and impowvred byrhe truft repoſed in us by his Sacred Majeſtic our Soveraign Lord the King, who deſires nothing more thanthe health and ſafery of His People; and in purſuance of thoſe great 
Ends of Publique good , which are ever to be preferc'd before any private intereſt: have choughe fic to-Order and Publiſh; and doe hereby order and publiſh, as follows. 


\ Vale EREAS thereisa dayly encreaſe of the Plagie in the Ciry of London , the Suburbs , and Parrs Adjacent ; by reaſon whereof very many Perſons have of late ; and dayly

1. Thar no Inn-keeper,Alehouſe-keeper ViAualer or private Perſon whatſoever living in this County ſhal harbour, lodge or enterrain in any of cheirZouſes,any Perſon or Perſons that come from I ondon,or 
any other } lace whatſoever,unlefle ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall bring with him,or them an authentick Certificate(to be allowed by the cherf Magiſtrate of rowns co:porate,or the Miniſter and Conſtables of 
Villages reſpe&ively ) that cheycame not from any infe&ed place or houſe; and in caſe of ſuch Cercificate,ſhall receive them for a night only,and not otherwiſe: upon pain that every Inn-keeper,Ale-houſe 
keeper , or ViRualler , doeing contrary to the premiſes, be ſuppreſled from farther entertaining, or victualing : and cheir houſes to be ſhur up with the Inhabitrancs therein , and alſo with the Perſons 
they ſoencercaine , unrill they ſhall be opened again by publick authority ; and likewiſe upon pain to be raken and dealt wich, as enemies tothe publique ſafery.. 


IT. Thar no other perſon or perſons, living within this County, ſhall entertain any of their Friends, Kindred, Children, or other perſon or perſons, without ſuch Certificate as aforſaid, to be al- 
lowed as aforeſaid, under pain that their Houſes be ſhut up; and the perſon or perſons they ſhall enrercain with them, and their Feniiecchanta, not to be opened again, bur by conſent and allowance 
of the two next Juſtices of the Peace to the ſaid Houſe : And further, to be proceeded again as difturbers of the Peace and Safety of this County. 

111. That in caſe any perſon or perſons thar is or are ſo to be ſhut up as aforeſaid, ſhall refuſe obſtinarely ro ſubmir, or ſhall reſift che Officers in doing their office to that purpoſe, ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons ſhall be, by the Oſhcers, compelled to keep inthe ſaid Houſe by force ; and in caſe of recovery or eſcape from Infe&ion, ſhall be carried to the Goal, there ro remain without Bail ar Mainprize, 


uncil they be releaſed by publick Order, 


IV. That no perſon or perſons whatſoever, ſhall preſume to come roChurch, or to any Fair or Market, or publick Meeting whatſoever, forth of any Houſe that is ſhut up, or known to be InfeRed 
with the Plague, till chey have allo-vance under t he Hands and Seals of two the next Juſtices of the Peace. And that no perſon or perſons bring any Wares, Goods or Merchandizes, ro any Fair or 
Marker, forth of any ſuch To vn Corporare, or Place wharſnever, unleſs ſuch Perſon bring a Certificate from the Major or Chief Oikeer of ſuch Town Corporate, or the Miniſter and Conſtable of 
ſuch Place or Village, that the ſame Wares, Goods or Merchandize, came not fron any Infeted Houſe, or from any Infe&ed Perſon, under the pain of being proceeded againft as an Enemy tothe 


Publick Safery, 


Y. That none be permirred, during the time of Gols Viſiration upon this Nation, to keep any Wakes or Cuſtomary Feaſts, or publick Meetings for any Games or Paſtimes wharſoever, eicher up- 
on Sundays, Holy-days o- Faſt-days, or any Weck-days : And in caſe any Perſons ſh.all preſume ro meet ar any ſuch Wakes, Feats o: Paſtimes, that they be proceeded againſt as Riorers and Diſturbe: 


of the Peace and Safery of this County. 


V1. That no Pedlers, petty Chapmen, Tinkers, Hat-drefſers, Fidlers, Beggrs,. or other Vagabonds, be permicted or ſuffered ro paſs or wander up and down this County from place toplace ; nor 
none to beg our of their ovn P ariſhes, upon rhe Penalcies that are by the Stacutes of the Realm to be inflicted upon the Conſtables, and other Officers, that negle& their duty therein. 


V1I, That no perſon or perſons preſume to go to viſit or converſe with any perſon or perſons InfeRed, or Shur vp upon ſuſpicion of Infe&ion, or breach of theſe Orders, unleſs ſuch as ſhall be ap- 
Pointed to bf ach perſons as are ſhut up ; upon pain to be ſhur up themſelves, 1n the Houſes of ſuch perſons as they converſe withall, 


V1II., That firi& watch and ward be kept. in every Towne, Pariſh, Village and Hamler wirhinthis County, eſpecially upon Roades, and in Townes and Villages,whereI nnes, Alehouſes and Vi- 
Falling houſes are, to ſee theſe orders pur in execution , and where occaſion ſh1ll be or need requires, that double watch and ward be kepr, and the Guardes inforced ; which ſhall be done ar the 


publique Charge of the place where ſuch watch is kept - and all chis upon the urmoſt paines that theLa can Infli& for non performance thereof, 


IX. That no Perſon or Perſons be permittedro come or repatfe to the Univerſity or Ciry of Oxford by land or water from London , Henly upon Thames , Wallingford , or any other Towne or 
place infefted , nor to bring any Wares or Goods therehence during the rime of cheir being viſited upon the paines aforeſaid. 


X. Thatwhere any place Towne or Village is Infe&ed , and thereneeds Warders , Searchers, Buriers , and Keepers tobe appointed , the Cheif Magiſtrate or the next Juſtice of the Peace to 


the place Infe&ed, 1s defired ro appoint ſuch T he ſhall chink fir out of ſuch Perſons as ſhall be nominated by the Conſtables of che Pariſh oc Toivne LnfeRed , or others: and to give them cheir Oarhes 


for true and diligent ſervice in thei; ſeverall places they ſhall be appointed co , and for che preſervation of che publique good.. 


X1. Whereas ſeveral perſons, having left their places of aboJe, have ſecretly intruded and crept into divers Towns Corporate and Villages, and orher places of this Colinty, and there reſide and 
attempt to ſertle themſelves : All Conſtables, and Overſeers of the Poor in each Paciſh, are hereby required to bring within a Week afcer the dare hereof, to the next Juſtice of the Peace, in Writing, 
che names of ſuch Perſons ſo intruding ; and after-vards ar the end of every Monerh, during the :1me of the preſent Danger, char they may be proceeded again( according to Lay, 


And to the Find theſe o:ders may ſpeedily bz made knownzand that no perſon may prerend ignorance of them : Iris ordered, that the ſame be forthwith princed, and publiſhed the next Market day in 
the Ciry of Oxford, andin every Mirkert Towne of the ſaid County on cheir reſpe&ive,next Market days immediately ogy the date hereof : and that Warrants may be iſſued forth under che hands 
and ſeales ofche Juſtices of Peace or ſo.ne of then, to the High-Coaltables of che ſeverall hundreds wichin the County : and Cheif Officer of every corporation , requiring them to ſend primed cop- 
pies of chem to the peri-Zonſtables of each Torynſhip and Pariſh in the ſaid County reſpeRively;to the end they may be pur in execution with all ſpeed, care, and diligence,
